3rd. International Conference of Correspondence Educators, Christchurch, New Zealand, 


April 18-27, 1950. Wellington : New Zealand Education Department's Correspondence 
School. 1950, 265 pp. No price given 


The first International Conference on Correspondence Education took place in 1938, 
the second in 1948. The third conference, held at Christchurch, New Zealand, in 
1950, brought together 90 delegates from Australia, Canada, New Zealand, Sweden, 

U S.A. The addresses, papers and discussions given in this report cover the field 
of correspondence tuition systematically: primary education, handicapped pupils, 
post-primary education (languages, library, social studies, mathematics and scien- 
ces, commercial subjects) , technical education, organization (including production 
problems) , associated services, the use of radio. The work of correspondence educa- 
tors in Australia and New Zealand emerges in detail from the individual papers ; 
delegates were concerned more with practical problems, techniques and experimenta- 
tion than with theoretical issues, The report provides a useful survey of this par- 
ticular form of education which is so well suited to rural conditions.

Jadot, J.M. Le cinéma au Congo belge, et Le théatre des marionnettes au Congo Bel- 
ge.

The first article traces the history of the cinema in the Belgian Congo, and the 
author states his view of its réle : to be instructive and educative, while pre- 
serving its entertaining quality. Besides fixed installations in towns, the mobile 
unit and the production of films have become increasingly important. Because the 
cinema is so influential it is necessary - among backward peoples especially — to 
choose films with care, and special commissions have been set up for this purpose. 
The author lists cinema legislation in the Congo to date. 

While the theatre has not been successfully transplanted, the "pantomine of wooden 
comedians" has found great favour with the Congo people. Integrated into their folk- 
lore, it has now been put to educational use, and the experiments of Catholic mis 
Sionaries between 1985 and 1946 have had encouraging results.

This booklet describes briefly the early stages of the educational project in the 
Marbial Valley, undertaken jointly by Unesco and the Government of Haiti. An account 
of the background of the scheme includes the original work plan and the agreement 
governing operations. The first direct action was a sociological survey of the Val- 
ley; the findings of this survey are given, with conclusions about the direction of 
subsequent fundamental education. At the same time certain remedial steps in educa~ 
tion were taken in the primary school, agriculture and health, and these also led 
to important conclusions for future work.

Learning through discussion is a popular technique in many branches of modern edu 
cation. 

This book is designed as a guide for both the leaders and members of discussion 
groups, the emphasis throughout being on practice rather than theory. Members of 
the Bureau's staff give detailed descriptions of the preparation, conduct and con- 
trol of discussions. Another section is devoted to the application of the method to 
various types of groups - young people, workers, etc. 


Johnson, Willian H. and Newkirk, Louis V. Home Mechanics. New York : Macmillan 1947 
302 pp. Illus. $ %$.95. 


This book on home-care jobs and projects has been prepared for boys and girls of tie 
Senior Elementary and Junior High School level. It tells what tools to select and 

how to use them in making everyday repairs around the house, and gives practical 
information in the solution of vexing household problems including electricity in 

the house, the care of utensils, the plumbing and heating system, and the mainte- 
nance of windows, doors and screens. It contains an excellent section on Home Grounds 
and Garden, including many valuable suggestions about soils, fertilizers, seeds, 
planting time, the beautification of a home yard (garden) with flowers, shrubs and 
trees and planning a vegetable garden. 

This book is well written and its objectives are clearly stated;- consumer imowle‘<e, 
handyman skills, leisure time activities and a contribution to the development of 

the personality of the child by individual and group activity 


Newkirk, Louis V. and Johnson, William H. The Industrial Arts Programme. New York: 
Macmillan, 1948. 357 pp., illus. § 6.50. 


This volume covers the industrial arts programme in elementary, junior high schools 
and senior high schools -- all twelve crades. Tiere are chapters on the different 
working levels, covering grades "One to Three", "Four to Six", "Seven and Light", 
"Junior High School" and "Senior High School". Objectives, educational outcomes, 
methods, class organization, course content and sample projects are given for each 
of these levels. 

This is not an elementary or secondary school text for pupils; it was prepared for 
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industrial arts teachers, teacher trainers, supervisors and administrators. It is 
useful for its clear definition of terms, the statements of objectives for diffe- 
rent grade levels, lists of manipulative and related learnings, tools and equip- 
ment lists, comprehensive general shop and unit shop plans, and the bibliographies.
